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CHRONOLOGICAL  NOTE: 

In  the  following  genealogy  of  the  family  of 
Balthasar  Gleim,  of  Eschwege  (afterwards 
Pastor  of  Wanfried),  the  German  d&te  system 
has  been  used  for  the  period  before  1700. 

The  Julian  Calendar  was  in  force  in  Hessen 
before  February  1700.  As  our  Hessian  investi¬ 
gator,  Herr  Kurt  Holzapfel,  recorded  the  dates 
in  figures,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  follow 
his  example  and  not  run  the  risk  of  providing 
erroneous  dates.  Thus,  17. VII. 1644,  does  NOT 
mean  July  17,  1644,  but  September  since  that 
month  was  the  7t]a.  month  under  the  Old  Style  Cal¬ 
endar.  For  the  few  dates  that  are  given  for 
the  period  following  February  1700,  when  the 
Gregorian  (or  New  Style)  Calendar  was  adopted, 
the  months  have  been  written  out. 
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THE  FAMILY  OF  3ALTHASAR  GLEIM, 


OF  ESCHWEGE 


The  family  of  GLEIM  (spelled  variously  in  the  records  as 
GLYM,  GLYME,  GLIEM,  GLISME)  is  one  of  the  oldest  families  of 

Eschwcgo,  on  the  Werra  River,  28  miles  southeast  of  Kassel,  in 
the  present  State  of  Hessen,  American  Zone  of  Germany.  At  the 
time  of  which  v;e  write  (15th-17th  centuries)  it  was  located  at 
different  times  in  the  Land gravis tea  of  Hcssen-Kassel  and 
Hessen-Rheinf els ,  and  for  a  time  in  the  17th  and  again  in  the 
13th  centuries  it  was  the  capital  of  the  tiny  Landgraviatc  of 
Hesscn-Eschwego . 

Early  members  of  the  family  included:  KONEMUND  GLYME , 
a  member  of  the  Town  Council  (Ratmann)  who  was  mentioned  in 
a  document  of  the  August inian  Ilonastery  at  Eschwegc  on  25 
ITov ember  1^25 ;  TYLE  GLYME,  Councillor  in  1436;  HERMANN  GLYME , 
mentioned  in  1437;  and  the  following  persons  who  occupied  the 

office  of  Schultheiss  (Magistrate) - LOTZE,  1459;  HANS, 

1490-1520;  HEINRICH,  1490;  HERMANN,  1495;  and  ENGELHARD  GLEIM, 
of  Niederhone,  1502.

In  1610  there  were  five  families  of  the  name  at  Eschwoge 
divided  according  to  their  occupations,  as  follows:

( Tailor  Branch) ;  (3)  Tu  c  hma  c he r z we i g  (Clot'iworker

The  famous  Prussian  poet,  JOHAiX  WILHELM  LUDWIG  GLEIM, 
was  descended  from  BERNHARD US  GLEIM,  a  Councillor  and  wine 
merchant  of  Eschwegc.  The  latter's  son,  LAURENT  IUS.,  Burgo¬ 
master  of  Werbcn,  in  the  Altmark  (Old  Mark)  of  Brandenburg, 
was  the  father  of  LAURENT IUS  GLEIM  (died  1678),  Burgomaster 
of  Sec hausen  in  the  Altmark.  His  son,  JOHANN  LAURENT IUS 
GLEIM  (1676-1763),  removed  from  Seehauscn  to  Ermslebcn;  by 
his  wife,  Gertrud  Veil  (her  full  name,  rather,  was  Anne  Gertrud 
Veil),  he  had  about  12  children,  of  whom  the  5th  son  and  8th 
child  was  JOHAIX  WILHELM  LUDWIG  GLEIM  (1719-1303),  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Halle,  Secretary  to  Prince  Wilhelm  of 
Branddnburg-Schwedt  and  to  Prince  Leopold  of  Anhalt-Dossau 
(the  celebrated  "Old  Dessauer"),  and  Secretary  of  the  Cathedral 
Chapter  of  Halberstadt.  He  was  an  ardent  admirer  of  King 
Friedrich  II  (The  Great)  of  Prussia,  whose  campaigns  inspired 
his  most  famous  poems,  Proussischo  Kriogolioder  von  clnem 
Gronad ier  (War  Songs  of  a  Prussian  Grenadier)  ( 1753)  ( 27"." 

The  first  proved  ancestor  of  the  family  no w  under  consid¬ 
eration  was: 

1.  JACOB  GLIIE,  who  may  have  been  a  son  of  Jacob  Glim, 
recorded  as  a  citizen  of  Eschwegc  in  1536  and  the  owner  of  a

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Eschwege  records  as  early  as  1507.  Our  Jacob  was  a  Lohgerber- 
me  inter  (Master  Tanner)  and  was  born  ca.  1530.  He  was  record¬ 
ed  as  a  householder  at  Eschwege  In  1553.  He  had  issue  as 
f ollows :

Darmstadt.  Kassel's  institution  of  higher  education  ex¬ 
isted  until  1653  >  when  the  University  of  Ha r burg  was  restored 

The  Professors  of  Thcol- 
thc  celebrated  scholars, 
Johannes  Crccius  and  Johannes  Combach.  He  probably  also 
studied  under  Georg  Crucigcr  (1575-1637),  who,  after  his 
expulsion  from  Marburg,  became  Professor  of  Theology,  Hebrew, 
and  philosophy  at  Kassel,  Dean  of  the  Theological  Faculty 
(July  1629),  and  Rector  of  the  University  (1637). 


Our  information  concerning  Pastor  Balthasar  Gleim  is 
not  as  complete  as  we  could  wish.  We  do  not  know  where  he 
held  his  first  positions  after  his  graduation  from  Kassel, 
but  the  baptismal  record  of  his  nephew  and  godfion,  Balthasar 
(son  of  Cyriacus  Gleim),  reveals  that  he  was  Rector  of  thc\v 
School  at  Rotenburg,  on  the  Fulda  River,  by  1646.  He  was 
also  a  clergyman  of  the  Reformed  (Calvinist)  Church  of  Hessen. 


In  1650  Pastor  Langius  of  Wanfried  died,  and  many 
candidates  applied  for  the  vacant  post.  Until  a  choice  was 
made,  Pastor  Heinrich  K&ller,  of  Grossburschla,  filled  the 
pulpit.  Pastor  Gleim  was  the  successful  applicant,  and  on 
5-6  July  1650,  he  was  formally  installed  as  Pastor  of  Wanfried, 
on  the  Werra  River,  not  far  from  Eschwege. 


Glcim  held  this  position  for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

He  witnessed  interesting  events  centering  around  the  little 
town  on  the  Werra.  On  25  July  1650,  nearly  three  weeks 
after  he  had  assumed  the  pastorate,  information  was  received 
that  the  famous  Swedish  General  and  ally  of  Hessen- Kassel, 
Count  Karl  Gustaf  von  Wr angel,  was  approaching  Wanfried; 
orders  were  issued  to  entertain  his  troops  there.  He  ar¬ 
rived  on  1  August,  and  in  hie  honor  a  great  public  feast 
was  held,  at  which  not  only  his  officers  and  men  were  pres¬ 
ent,  but  also  the  whole  citizenry  of  the  town. 


In  June  1652,  the  Werra  overflowed  its  banks,  causing 
considerable  damage  to  warehouses  and  the  merchandise  stored 
in  them.  Two  years  later  (15  February  1654),  Marta  Wirlingcn 
was  tried  in  the  Town  Hall  on  a  charge  of  prostitution;  her 
examination  was  conducted  by  the  thrcG  top  officials  of  the 
community,  the  Magistrate,  the  Pastor  (Gleim),  and  the 
Burgomaster.  An  illustrious  visitor  to  the  Hessian  dominions 
stayed  for  a  short  time  at  Wanfried  in  I65O.  This  was  the 
Elector  Johann  Georg  II,  of  Saxony,  who ,  accompanied  by  a 
large  retinue,  was  on  his  way  to  Kassel. 
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Panfried  had  much  to  do  with  local  royalty  in  those 
days.  Gn  21  July  1667,  Prince  Georg  of  Hessen-Darmstadt 
was  married  there  to  Countess  Alexandrine  of  Lelningen- 
Dngoburg.  Although  Gleim  was  the  Pastor  at  Wanfried,  he 
did  not  unite  this  couple  in  marriage,  as  they  wore  con¬ 
verts  to  the  Roman  Catholic  faith.  A  few  years  later, 
on  30-31  May  and  1  June  1671,  a  3-da.y  festival  was  held 
in  honor  of  the  future  Landgrave  Carl  of  Hessen-Rhe infels- 
Wanfried  and  his  first  wife,  Countess  Sophia  Magdalena  of 
Salm-Reif ferscheid  (his  second  wife  was  Countess  Alexandrine 
of  Leiningen-Dagsburg,  widow  of  the  above-named  Prince 
Georg  of  Hessen-Darmstadt). 

The  year  1672  was  full  of  military  movements  with 
Imperial  troops,  Hessian  forces,  and  the  armies  of  Elector 
Friedrich  Wilhelm  of  Brandenburg  using  Wanfried  as  a  thor¬ 
oughfare.  This  was  the  time  of  the  Great  Elector's  plunge 
into  the  Dutch  War  against  France,  and  Western  Germany 
once  more  became  a  battlefield. 

In  the  following  year  (1673)  the  town  wall  was  built 
in  the  vicinity  of  Pastor  Gleim ’ s  garden.  He  died  two 
years  later,  and  was  buried  at  Wanfried,  23. XII. 1673  (1675/6), 
aged  59  years,  12  weeks,  5  days. 

On  17.VIT.16A4,  Gleim  married  at  Sschwege,  AREA 
MARGARET HA  CROLLIUS,  who  was  born  probably  at  Nordenstadt , 
ca.  1624,  and  was  buried  at  Wanfried ,  3  May  1707,  aged  83 
years,  3  months,  6  days.  Her  father,  Johannes  Crollius 
(1599-1662),  was  a  distinguished  Hessian  theologian.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Marburg,  and  held  the 
following  positions:  Schoolmaster  at  Langenschwalbach 
(Schwalbach) ,  1619-21;  schoolmaster  at  Nordenstadt,  1621-29; 
Rector  of  the  Sschwege  School,  1629-34;  Assistant  Pastor 
at  Eschwege,  1632-34;  Dean  and  Court  Preacher  at  Rotenburg, 
at  the  Court  of  Landgrave  Hermann  IV,  of  Hessen-Rotenburg, 
1634-53;  Metropolitan  (Bishop)  of  Kersfold,  and  Rector  of 
tho  Horsfeld  Gymnasium,  1653-62.  In  1656  Crollius  was 
associated  with  Johannes  Httttcrodt,  Metropolitan  of  Eschwege, 
in  the  promulgation  of  the, school  regulations  ( Schulordnung) 
of  Landgrave  Wilhelm  VI,  of  Hessen-Kassel .

He  and  his  brother,  Johannes  G-leim,  were  god¬ 
fathers  of  their  nephew,  Johann  Philipp  Rttbenkam,  in  1670.(3)
